All even numbcred sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
epen for homestead cutry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, orany male over the age of 18 
years.

is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settier near the local offce to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land 320. 
DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead duties may be 
perfornied in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry :
